At  The  Half,  19-16 

Archambeault  Tops  Scoring; 
Meyers  Back  In  Form

Coach  Aubrey  Wills’  Wolf  pack 
really  had  something  to  howl  about 
last  night,  for  they  eked  out  a  victory 
over  the  larger  St.  Mary’s  College 
team  of  Winona,  Minn.,  36  to  34  in 
the  most  thrilling  game  seen  here  this 
season. 

Bob  Dowse  was  forced  out  of  action 
in  the  first  half  when  he  crashed  into 
an  opposing  forward.  However,  the 
stellar  guard  came  back  in  the  second 
half  and  despite  the  fact  that  one  of 
his  eyes  was  practically  closed,  inspired 
his  teammates  with  his  “flying  gazelle” 
tactics  and  led  the  Jaycee  quintet  to 
their  fourth  straight  win  of  the  season. 

Wolves  Cold  at  Charity  Line 

Captain  Bob  Archambeault,  Phil 
Meyers,  and  Fred  Bewersdorf,  who 
continued  his  fine  work  of  previous 
games,  were  the  offensive  stars  of  Jhe 
evening,  bagging  them  when  the  points 
were  needed.  Archambeault  sank  six 
field  goals,  five  of  which  were  scored 
in  the  second  half,  and  it  was  his  bas¬ 
ket  which  broke  a  34  to  34  deadlock 
in  the  closing  minutes  of  the  game. 
Meyers,  filling  in  at  center  and  for¬ 
ward,  played  his  best  game  to  date 
and,  with  Bewersdorf,  started  a  rally 
which  set  the  stage  for  Arch’s  game¬ 
winning  basket. 

Clint  Wager,  six  foot  five  inch  cen¬ 
ter,  and  Garret  Barry  scored  22  points 
between  them  to  pace  “Moose”  Krause  s 
five.  Barry  stood  out  in  the  first  half, 
garnering  four  buckets  and  two  free 
tosses,  while  Wager  shoved  in  two 
baskets  and  a  free  throw  in  the  second 
period.  The  tall  Winona  youth  sank 
five  from  the  free  throw  line  during 
the  game.  No  doubt  the  Willsmen 
would  have  won  by  a  much  larger  score 
had  they  been  as  adept  at  the  charity 
throw  line  as  were  the  Minnesotans. 
The  latter  team  scored  12  free  throws 
as  against  a  mere  four  for  Joliet. 

Barry  Red  Hot 

The  first  half  saw  both  teams  enjoy¬ 
ing  leads  of  two  and  three  points  with 
Krumpoch  drawing  first  blood  for  the 
purple  and  white.  Then  Barry  went 
to  work  and  chucked  in  four  baskets 
to  put  the  “Redmen”  ahead.  Bad  pass¬ 
ing  by  both  teams  dominated  the  first 
half  and  the  Krausemen  went  ahead  as 
the  half  ended,  19  to  16. 

The  Wolves  pulled  away  to  a  24  to 
23  lead  on  two  baskets  by  Archambeault 
and  one  each  by  Krumpoch  and  Bew¬ 
ersdorf.  However,  Viacus  and  Wager 
began  pitching  and  the  score  soon  stood  : 
St.  Mary’s  30,  Joliet  28.  Then  Phil 
Meyers  countered  with  two  baskets  to 
give  the  Jaycees  the  lead  once  more. 

With  only  three  minutes  remaining, 
Wager  and  Barry  scored  four  free 
throws  between  them  and  Vaicus  push¬ 
ed  in  a  short  shot  to  put  the  Redmen 
in  the  lead  34  to  32.  Bewersdorf  tipped 
the  ball  through  the  netting  a  minute 
later  to  knot  the  count  at  34  all.  Arch 
came  through  to  score  the  deciding 
basket  and  Willsmen  controlled  the 
ball  during  the  final  minute  of  the  game.
